Govenior Bvown'a meaaage waa aent to 
the Assembly shortly after noon, One 
of the most important recommendations 
la that concerning taxation. He esti- 
mates that there will be a large baliint:e 
in the Treasury June 30, 1894, and recom- 
menda that the State levy be rednced 
several cents on the $100. 

Another important recommendation is 
that no appropriations be made except 
each as are absolutely neceaaary. He 
■aya : "When the pockets of the people 
■ks full, by reason of plentiful crops, good 
prices and fsnaial proaperity of aii ot the 
indostries ot tha State, then the General 
Assembly may call on them to give of 
their wealth a portion for public improve- 
maats, bat should not until then." 

The recent decision of the Court of Ap- 
peals against the lotteries received the 
warmest praise. 

The State Board of the World's Fair 
Managers was congratulated on its excel- 
lent work and eeonomical disposition of 
funds. 

The Governor recommends a revision 
of the laws on charitable and penal in- 
fltitntiono and the establishment of a 
House of Reform for under-age criminals. 

For the control of the penitentiaries a 
Board of Prison Managers, consisting of 
three persons, was reoominended, in or- 
der, if possihlo, to divorce piisOD man- 
agement from politics. 

The action of the State in seeking to 
prevent the consolidation of the C. and 
0.8. W. with the L. and N. Railroad waa 
oommended, the lines being parrallel 
competing ones. Now that the C. and 
O. 8. W. has gone into a receivership it 
will be neccessary for the State to op- 
pose any bids made by the L. and N. for 
its purchase. 

In closing the Governor reccmmendod 
the establishment of a Bailroad Commis- 
sion, which shall have the power to fix 
rates of traffic. He also advised the pas- 
sage of laws which will more thoroughly 
protect railroad employes fh>in personal 
injaries. 

He also recommends the passage of a 
law rsgolating voluntary assignments. 

In Bpeaking of tha asylams the Gov- 
ernor says : 

"There are now conflned in Uie tLr«M) 
lunatic asylums of the State 2,337 pa- 
tients, an increase of 217 since October, 
1891. They are distributed as follows: 
Western Asylum, 626; Central Asylum, 
042; Eastern Asylum, 770. Total 2,337. 

These institntions are now full. It is 
imperative that arrangements shall be 
made to enlarge one or more of them. I 
would advise that additions be made to 
the Central Asylum, oa-the cottage plan, 
io Ibat it can iwjeiva literal hottdred 
more inmates." 

In another portion of the message the 
Governor says: "There is considerable 
confusion concerning the appointment 
and duties of election oflicers in fifth and 
sixth class towns. There should be on 
this subject a uniform law, f^vhig either 
to the County Court, or the Town Oood- 
oQ, the power to select election officers, 
pror^ ballots; ate. The provision in 
the dbartar for f»arth>olass idtios abb in
